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The  “Best ’’Way 
to  Acquire  Gold?

The  Gold  Problem 

They  go  on  continuously:  arguments  about  the  “best  way”  to 
acquire  gold.  Some  investors  advise  purchasing  gold  bullion.  Others 
prefer  bullion  coinage.  Still  others  swear  by  the  merits  of  rare  coins. 
Which  type  of  investor  is  right? 

All  of  them.  And  none  of  them.  In  the  final  analysis,  there  is  no 
“best  way”  to  acquire  gold  —  at  least,  not  in  any  universal  sense.  Only 
on  an  individual  basis  can  an  investor  truly  decide  which  form  of  gold  is 
“best.”  Round-table  arguments  about  the  best  form  of  gold  are 
usually  futile. 

In  fact,  most  knowledgeable  financial  advisors  will  never  cate¬ 
gorically  argue  that  one  form  of  gold  is  better  than  another.  He  or  she 
may  try  to  convince  a  client  that  gold  in  general  is  good.  After  all,  gold 
has  a  long  history  of  international  acceptance,  it’s  available  in  portable, 
easy  to  store  forms  and,  unlike  many  other  economic  mediums,  its 
value  cannot  be  easily  inflated  or  deflated  by  governmental  decree.  For 
these  and  other  reasons,  over  80  modern  nations  keep  large  stores  of 
gold  on  hand  (even  though  gold  is  no  longer  the  international 
monetary  standard).  For  these  and  other  reasons,  gold  is  an  excellent 
addition  to  almost  any  financial  portfolio.  However,  the  form  of  gold  an 
individual  purchases  should  be  based  on  that  individual’s  own 
economic  goals  and  aesthetic  preferences. 

If  you’re  uncertain  about  the  best  form  of  gold  for  you,  here  are  a 
few  pros  and  cons  concerning  gold  bullion,  gold  bullion  coins  and  rare 
gold  coinage. 

Gold  Bullion 

Of  all  available  forms  of  gold,  bullion  is  the  simplest.  To  keep  track 
of  how  much  your  bullion  is  worth,  all  you  need  to  know  is  its  degree  of 
purity  (or  “fineness”),  its  weight  in  ounces  and  the  current  price  of  gold 
per  ounce.  Determining  gold’s  purity  is  easy.  Each  bullion  piece  is 
stamped  with  numbers  indicating  what  percent  of  the  piece  is  pure 
gold.  A  fineness  of  .999  is  the  purest  gold  one  can  buy  —  and  true 
bullion  should  never  be  less  than  .995  fine.  Your  gold  s  weight,  of 
course,  can  be  measured  on  any  scale  that  records  ounces.  The 
current  price  of  gold  can  be  checked  by  picking  up  a  copy  of  The  Wall 


Street  Journal  (or,  in  many  cases,  the  financial  page  of  your  own  local 
paper).  These  figures  can  then  be  plugged  into  the  following  formula: 

the  weight  of  your  gold  in  ounces  X  fineness  X  price  of 
gold  per  ounce  =  the  value  of  your  bullion. 


If  the  price  of  gold  goes  up  dramatically  after  you  buy  your  bullion,  you 
stand  to  make  a  quick,  tidy  profit.  If  it  goes  down,  you  lose  money. 
Nothing  complicated  about  that.  This  is  why  gold  bullion  often  appeals 
to  investors  who  are  looking  for  short-term  gains  (and  who  are  willing 
to  risk  short-term  losses). 

Bullion  is  also  the  purest  form  of  gold  one  can  buy.  While  U.S.  law 
states  that  gold  coins  must  be  at  least  90%  pure,  gold  bullion,  in  order 
to  be  properly  defined  as  “bullion,”  must  be  at  least  99.5%  pure. 

Finally,  gold  bullion  can  be  as  easy  (or  as  difficult)  to  store  as  you 
wish.  It  comes  in  10  sizes  ranging  from  Vi -ounce  wafers  to  400-ounce 
“Good  Delivery  Bars.”  Each  wafer  or  bar  is  assayed  (tested  for 
fineness)  before  sale  and  stamped  with  a  number  indicating  its  fineness. 

Unfortunately,  where  investments  are  concerned,  ease  and 
simplicity  are  sometimes  double-edged  swords.  Because  bullion  is  a 
simple  form  of  gold,  it  is  relatively  easy  to  counterfeit.  Almost  anyone 
can  take  a  .9  fine  bar  of  gold  and  stamp  it  .999.  Some  individuals  have 
even  been  known  to  coat  bars  of  other  metals  with  a  thin  overlay  of 
gold.  So  buying  through  private  sale  is  a  risky  and  rare  procedure. 

This  is  why  bullion  is  usually  purchased  through  a  broker.  But 
brokers  may  require  bullion  to  be  assayed  before  each  sale.  This  makes 
bullion  a  relatively  difficult  commodity  to  place  on  the  market. 
Moreover,  the  broker’s  fee  and  the  cost  of  the  assay  are,  of  course, 
taken  out  of  the  seller’s  profits.  So  sellers  seldom  receive  the  actual 
value  of  their  bullion. 


Gold  Bullion  Coins 

Gold  bullion  coins  are,  in  the  opinion  of  many  investors,  an 
improvement  over  gold  bullion:  Such  investors  point  out  that  bullion 
coins  seem  to  have  all  the  advantages  of  bullion  with  a  minimum 
of  its  disadvantages. 
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In  general,  bullion  coins  are  defined  as  coins  struck  and  acquired 
for  their  gold  content.  Examples  of  bullion  coins  include  restrikes  of 
official  coins  formerly  minted  by  Mexico,  Turkey,  Austria  and  Switzer¬ 
land;  and  special  foreign  commemoratives  like  those  of  the  United 
Kingdom  and  Canada.  The  most  popular  bullion  coin  is  currently  the 
South  African  Krugerrand,  first  minted  in  1967. 

Essentially,  gold  bullion  coins  are  convenient  ways  to  own  gold 
bullion.  Bullion  coins  don’t  need  to  be  assayed  and,  because  their 
designs  make  them  harder  to  counterfeit  than  bullion,  they  don’t  have 
to  be  acquired  through  a  broker.  Additionally,  they  offer  aesthetic 
pleasure  to  collectors  who  enjoy  numismatic  designs. 

Like  bullion,  the  value  of  bullion  coinage  moves  up  and  down  with 
the  price  of  gold.  (Each  bullion  coin  is  valued  at  a  slight  premium  over 
its  gold  content  price.)  The  price  of  gold,  in  turn,  is  determined  by 
supply  and  demand  as  well  as  the  general  public’s  view  of  the 
monetary  and  political  situation.  So,  like  bullion,  bullion  coins  often 
attract  short-term  investors  who  want  to  take  advantage  of  quick 
upturns  in  the  gold  market.  Keeping  bullion  coins  for  too  long, 
however,  can  hurt  the  potential  value  of  one’s  portfolio.  For  example,  if 
an  investor  had  bought  a  Krugerrand  in  mid-1974,  he  would  have  paid 
approximately  $130  for  it.  By  the  end  of  ’74,  that  same  investor  could 
have  sold  his  Kruger  for  almost  $200  and,  thus,  have  made  about  $70 
profit.  But,  if  that  investor  decided  to  keep  his  coin  for  another  year 
before  selling,  he  could  only  have  sold  it  for  $140  by  December,  1975. 
Profit  from  the  sale  of  our  investor’s  Krugerrand  this  time  only  gives 
him  about  $10.* 

At  present,  prospects  for  gold  bullion  coin  holders  are  fairly  good. 
Gold  prices  are  high  and,  as  of  January,  appear  stable.  Krugerrands 


especially  look  good  at  this  time  (although  New  England  Rare  Coin 
Galleries  does  not  endorse  the  Krugerrand  nor  do  we  seek  to  acquire 
them  for  our  inventory).  2.1  million  Krugers  were  sold  in  the  first  4 
months  of  1978.  If  greater  quantities  of  them  continue  to  be  purchased 
month  after  month,  the  laws  of  supply  and  demand  may  push  up  the 
Krugerrand’s  retail  premium  over  gold  (which  is  currently  around  6- 
7%).  Moreover,  if  present  protest  campaigns  lead  to  a  federal  ban  on 
further  Krugerrand  imports,  the  scarcity  of  the  coins  could  drive  up 
prices  even  further. 

Whatever  the  future  may  hold  for  bullion  coins,  they  are  not 
commodities  that  should  be  purchased,  stored  and  forgotten.  Knowl¬ 
edgeable  investors  advise  buying  when  the  market  is  low  and  selling 
when  the  time  looks  right.  This  requires  a  good  deal  of  diligence  and 
effort  on  the  investor’s  part. 


Rare  Gold  Coins 

Rare  gold  coins,  on  the  other  hand,  are  ideal  for  collectors  who 
want  to  purchase  a  tangible  asset  and  “forget”  it  —  because,  as  the 
history  of  rare  coin  appreciation  shows,  rare  coin  prices  tend  to 
increase  steadily  from  year  to  year.* 

This,  of  course,  means  that  purchasing  rare  gold  coins  might  not 
be  the  best  way  for  the  short-term  investor  to  acquire  gold.  We  can  see 
this  by  looking  at  the  average  appreciation  of  rare  coins  compared  with 
the  appreciation  of  gold  bullion  (and,  consequently,  gold  bullion  coins) 
in  1973.  On  average,  the  price  of  rare  coins  rose  only  37.5%  in  that  year.

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Gold  bullion,  however,  shot  up  by  a  dramatic  84%.  If  you  were  planning 
to  buy  a  tangible  asset  in  January  of  1973  and  sell  it  in  December  of 
that  year,  you  would  have  been  approximately  46.5%  better  off  with 
bullion  or  bullion  coins. 

However,  over  the  long  run,  rare  gold  coins  have  substantially 
outperformed  bullion  mediums.  To  illustrate,  let’s  again  use  1973  as  a 
starting  point.  This  time,  however,  we’ll  assume  that  our  investor  wants 
to  keep  his  tangible  asset  until  the  end  of  1977.  At  the  end  of  ’77,  gold 
prices  were  up  from  their  January,  73  price  by  161.5%.  Quite  a 
dramatic  gain  —  but  not  as  dramatic  as  that  of  rare  coins.  At  the  close 
of  77,  the  average  price  of  all  high-quality  rare  coins  had  increased 
over  its  January  73  level  by  196.7%!  Over  this  period  of  time,  the  rare 
coin  collector  would  have  been  better  off  than  the  bullion  collector  by 
approximately  35.2%. 

The  reason  that  rare  coins  have  done  better  than  bullion  mediums 
over  the  long  run  is  that  rare  coin  values  have  little  to  do  with  gold 
prices  and  everything  to  do  with  scarcity.  Compared  to  other  tangibles, 
the  supply  of  available,  high-quality  rare  coins  is  extremely  low,  while 
the  number  of  rare  coin  collectors  increases  daily.  Simple  laws  of 
supply  and  demand,  therefore,  constantly  push  rare  coin  prices  upward 
in  a  relatively  steady  surge.  In  contrast,  bullion  prices  fluctuate  from 
month  to  month,  year  to  year.  Successful  bullion  purchasing  requires 
careful  monitoring  of  the  market.  Successful  rare  coin  buying  does  not. 

Is  this  upward  surge  in  rare  coin  value  likely  to  continue?  Most 
experts  think  so.  The  number  of  rare  coins  is,  after  all,  fixed.  New 
supplies  cannot  be  mined  or  minted.  So  once  a  rare  coin  is  taken  off 


the  market,  it  cannot  be  replaced  —  and  its  absence  increases  the 
scarcity  and  price  of  rare  coins  in  general.  Only  a  drastic  decrease  in 
the  number  of  collectors  would  pull  rare  coin  prices  down,  and  there 
are  no  signs  of  such  a  decrease  in  sight.  In  fact,  just  the  opposite  is 
true.  Greater  and  greater  numbers  collectors  are  discovering  rare  coins 
each  day. 

Nor  is  value  the  only  reason  for  this  growing  interest  in  rare  gold 
coins.  There  are  also  the  pleasurable  aspects  of  collecting:  the  beauty 
of  rare  coin  designs,  the  satisfaction  of  owning  something  truly  rare 
and  the  history  the  coins  represent.  Moreover,  rare  gold  coins  are 
readily  marketable  throughout  the  world,  difficult  to  counterfeit, 
portable  and,  as  long-term  economic  mediums,  excellent  for  inclusion 
in  retirement  or  pension  plans.

Market  Report 

by  Tim  LaPointe 


January’s  heavily  active  trading  has  been  followed  by  equally 
active  trading  this  month.  Hundreds  of  collectors  were  in  attendance  at 
the  recent  Long  Beach  Coin  &  Stamp  Show  (held  February  1-4  in  Long 
Beach,  CA).  Hundreds  more  attended  the  recent  auctions  held  by 
Bowers  &  Ruddy,  Kagin’s  and  Superior.  Buying  and  selling  was 
intensive  at  all  of  these  events.  If  present  trends  continue,  1979  could 
be  another  record  year  for  the  numismatic  marketplace. 

One  of  the  areas  that  should  help  79  to  become  a  record  year  is 
silver  coinage.  Last  month,  we  reported  that  silver  bullion  had  broken 
the  $6  per  ounce  mark.  In  mid-February,  silver  rose  to  a  high  of  $6.59  per 
ounce.  This  continual  and  dramatic  rise  in  silver  prices  seems  to  have 
encouraged  many  collectors  and  investors  to  buy  more  rare  silver 
coinage.  As  a  result,  Mercury  Dimes,  which  were  reportedly  slow  in 
mid-January,  have  suddenly  become  extremely  active.  Roosevelt 
Dimes,  active  last  month,  are  continuing  to  climb  steadily  in  price. 
Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollars  have  also  made  recent  gains.  A  group  of 
five  1941-S  Walking  Halves  in  MS-67,  Fully  Struck,  sold  this  month  for 
almost  $700  each  —  but  with  silver  rising  rapidly,  even  this  premium 
price  may  soon  seem  low. 

In  fact,  demand  for  silver  coinage  has  been  so  great  in  recent 
weeks  that  sources  of  quality  silver  have  begun  to  dry  up.  This  has  led 


many  collectors  to  turn  to  other  areas  for  their  rare  coin  purchasing. 
One  of  the  primary  areas  to  which  collectors  have  turned  is  copper. 
Quality  copper  coinage  has  been  bringing  excellent  prices  this  month. 
Nickel,  too,  is  on  the  upswing.  A  1937-D  3-Legged  Buffalo  Nickel  in  MS- 
67  sold  for  approximately  $2,000  during  the  first  part  of  February. 

Meanwhile,  the  price  of  rare  gold  coinage  has  remained  high,  but 
relatively  stable  this  month  (probably  due  to  so  much  attention  being 
paid  to  silver)  with  heavy  activity  in  both  the  wholesale  and  retail 
markets.  A  few  of  the  gold  pieces  sold  by  New  England  this  month 
include  an  1854-S  Liberty  Head  Double  Eagle  in  MS-67  and  a  1907  Saint 
Gaudens  High  Relief  Flat  Edge  in  MS-67.  California  Gold  in  particular 
has  proved  popular  this  month,  and  known  supplies  are  quickly 
dwindling. 

The  only  area  that  has  slipped  in  February  is  Commemorative 
coinage.  It  appears  that  some  of  the  major  commemorative  dealers 
have  been  selling  rapidly  and  freely  in  past  months,  causing  com¬ 
memorative  prices  in  general  to  decline.  However,  certain  high-grade 
commemoratives  are  still  doing  quite  well.  For  example,  a  Lafayette  $1 
in  MS-67  was  recently  reported  sold  for  over  $6,000.
